Mayo Repeater on the Air After a long wait the Mayo Two Metre Voice Repeater 
finally went on the air on Sunday last February the 27th. 


The historic first QSO took place between IRTS Secretary John Corless EI7IQ and 
Padraic Baynes EIOFWB, the Mayo club's technical operations manager. 


The repeater operates under the callsign EIZ2MRR and operates on RO, transmitting 25 
watts on 145.600MHz, with the input on 145.000MHz. 


A 5/8 wave collinear antenna is used for reception and transmission is through a 
folded dipole. Technical adjustments to the repeater are ongoing and reception reports 
stating exact date and time would be appreciated. These can be sent via e-mail to John 
EI7IQ ei7iq@eircom.net or QTHR.
